The City Council of the City of 
Menlo Park does ordain as follows: 
SECTION 1. Section 1 of ordi- 
nance number 11 of said City en- 
titled “An ordinance providing for 
a license tax on dogs in the City of 
Menlo Park and providing for col- 
lection thereof, and for the ap- 
pointment of a pound master” 
adopted February 21, 1928, is hereby 
amended to read as follows, to-wit: 
Section 1. There is hereby im- 
posed an annual dog tax in the 
sum of One ($1.00) Dollar on 
every male dog and neutered 
female dog, and an annual li- 
cense tax in the sum of Two 
($2.00) Dollars on every female 
dog, owned or harbored in the 
City of Menlo Park, which said 
tax shall be due and payable 
annually in advance without 
demand to the License Collector 

of said City from every person 
owning or harboring any such 
dog; provided however that the 
amount of said tax for any part 

of the last six (6) months in 
any fiscal year shall be one-half 

of the respective amounts above 
specified; provided further, all 
dogs under the age of four (4) 
months, and every dog tem- 
porarily within said City for a 
perior of not exceeding ten (10) 
days, are excepted from the pro- 
vision of this section.
